REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Lo the Citizens of Salisbury: 


In presenting this, our annual report of the schools of Salis- 
bury for the year ending Aug. 1, 1902, we beg leave to say 
that under existing circumstances our schools, as a whole, have 
been reasonably successful. Yet we are constrained to the 
opinion that a great amount of money and particularly far more 
valuable time is lost in conducting the schools of our town un- 
der the present arrangement. 

The question of the consolidation of rural schools is’ justly 
receiving more and more thoughtful attention of the best edu- 
cators of the state. f 

We believe the time is at hand when a radical change should 
be made in the character of our schools. Some system of 
grading should be at once adopted, be made accessible to all 
and thereby greatly enhance the efliciency of the schools. 

The law of New Hampshire provides that town school 
boards ‘* May use a portion of the school money, not exceed- 
ing twenty-five per cent, for the purpose of conveying scholars 
to and from schools.” 

The law also provides that *‘ Any town not maintaining a 
high school shall pay for the tuition of any child who resides 
in said town and who attends a high school or academy in the 
same or another town or city in the state.” In consideration 
of the wide extent of authority extended to the school board in 
the first instance in regard to conveying scholars, and the com- 
pulsion upon the town in the second, it would indeed seem 
wise to your committee to consolidate the schools to at most 
three in number, one of which should assume the grammar 


grade. 
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A course of study could be subserved that would enable the 
pupil passing satisfactory examination from the primary 
schools to enter the grammar school, and arrangement can be 
made with near-by high schools whereby pupils graduating 
from the grammar school can enter a high school without 
further examination or preparation. It is believed that the 
same teams employed in conveying scholars to the primary 
schools could be utilized in carrying grammar school pupils on 
the return trip, thus reducing the cost of transportation to a 
minimum, 


We are thoroughly convinced that in order to keep abreast 
with the spirit of the times and to keep ona par with the 
schools of the cities and larger towns some such course must 
very soon be taken. 


Doubtless objections would be raised to the foregoing plan, 
among which might be enumerated : 

First—Depreciation of property where schools are discon- 
tinued. 

Second—Dislike to send young children to school far from 
home. 

Third—Danger to health from exposure or accident. 

Fourth—Difficulty of agreeing upon satisfactory terms for 
conveying. a 

Fifth—Rivalry between sections of town as to location of 
schools. 

Sixth—Natural inclination to oppose an innovation however 
worthy. 

The first objection would seem to be more imaginary than 
real, for any sound-minded man would put more value on the 
quality of the schools rather than upon the number or accessi- 
bility of them. . . 

The second and third objections would be overcome by the 
school authorities, by a careful selection of drivers and provid- 
ing suitable covered conveyances.

The fourth, fifth and sixth objections have in fact no par- 
ticular weight; on the contrary, it is believed that if the recom- 
mendations ofthis committee should be carried out, it would in- 
evitably result in better schools because better teachers would 
be employed. Pupils would have the advantage of the inter- 
est, enthusiasm and emulation that large classes inspire, far 
greater per cent of attendance, with no tardiness among trans- 
ported pupils. 

This last conclusion would be substantiated by a study of 
the record of such pupils as have heretofore been transported 
in this town. 

In conclusion we would say that aside from the many ad- 
vantages of consolidating the schools as recommended, the 
proposed method would be more economical. 

It is hoped the citizens of the town will give this question 
the attention which it deserves, and if founded on correct ad- 
vanced principles be not slow in effecting the change, bearing 
in mind the old aphorism, ‘** Never put off till tomorrow what 


you can do today.”
